Upon recommendation of the finance 


committee the city treasurer was au- 
thorized to pay ?50 to John D. Dicksou 
for Injuries to his horse on a public 
highway; to sell certain bonds of the 
Judah Touro and poor funds and re- 
invest the proceeds; and to pay bills for 
stationery and printing amounting to 
$253.14. 


The committee on streets and high-

the Newport Hospital regardless of the 
fact whether they were suffering from 
a contagious or uou-coutagious disease. 
Your committee was furnished with a 
copy of the opinion of Edwards & 
Augell of the city of Providence, direct- 
ed to J. Truman Burdick, tieasurer of 
the Newport Hospital. This opinion 
advised the. trustees of the Newport 
Hospital that they had acted wrongful- 
ly, having had no right to use or ex- 
pend the principal of me Hazard estate 
but only the income thereof. Tbeopin- 
iou of Ed wards & Augell also stated 
that, inasmuch as the provisions of the 
Hazard bequest extended 'to the poor 
aud needy persons generally aud was 
not limited to the poor and needy of 
the city of Newport, that the attorney 
general representing the public at large 
was the the proper person to institute 
proceedings against the trustees of the 
Newport Hospital. 


Upou due consideration of the opin- 


ion your committee authorized His 
Honor the Mayor and the city solicitor 
to request the attorney general to in- 
stitute proper proceedings against the 
trustees of the Newport Hospital. The 
attorney geueral, having beeu inter- 
viewed by the representatives of your 
committee, stated that he would 'give 
the matter his attention and inform 
the repiesentatives of your committee 
of bis decision within a short time. A 
few days later the attorney 
general 


telephoned that he was about to start 
ou his vacation aud desired to defer hia 
decision in the matter until his returu, 
the first part of September. 


Vour committee also believes that it

JhtCorn Crop- 


Confident 
predictions have 
been 


made throughout tbe summer that we 
will harvest this year a very large crop 
of corn. The crop i» generally estiruat 
ed iu round numbers at 2,500,000,000 
bushels. Last year we raised two-aud- 
a-quarter billions, the year before two- 
and-a-half billions, aud tbe year before 
that one-and-a-half billions. The gen- 
eral expectation this year, therefore, is 
for a bumper crop. 


It would seem, however, that it is a 


little too early, In view of the lateness 
of this season's crops, to make too confi- 
dent predictions an to the actual volume 
of the crop. It may be said that not 
all who are In a position to be informed 
ou corn are agreed that we are to have 
a bumper crop. 
With 
unfavorable 


weather this mouth it is possible that 
the corn crop may be several hundred 
million bushels smaller than to generally 
expected. The current reports on the 
condition of tbe growing crops show a 
tendency of being more conservative. 
Phe strength of corn In the Chicago 
market, iu th» face of heavy selling of 
wheat, indicates that there are persons 
n the grain trade who are not over-op- 
Imistic as to tbe eorn outlook. 


Whether this season's crop is two or 


wo-and-a-balf bUHou bushels, It seems 
ntirely probable that tbe farmer is go- 
ng to receive very good prices for bis 
orn. The very extensive shortage in 
wheat, attended as H '" *>J tbe P™ui<* 
f high prices for tbe commodity, doe» 
ot alarm persons who h»ve business 
iterests iu the wheat country. A corn 
rop smaller than is DOW generally pre- 
icted will probably have itoehlef effect 
u the grain markets. The billion aud 
half crop of corn in 1901 brought as 


much revenue to the fanner a* did last 
ear's big crop of two and ft quarter 
Illious. We will know a great deal 


more about the corn crop a month 


eiice, than we do now, says th* Wall 
treet Journal.

A statistical exhibit showing the 
rowtb of individual deposits .ID the 
auks of the United States over a pe- 
od of a dozen years has been prepared 
y the Comptroller of the Currency. 
It appear* from this showing that tbe 
umber of banks reporting increased 
rom 9,338 in 1892 to 9,456 iu 1896 and 
i,684 in 1903, June 30 being taken . as 
he date of comparison iu each case. 
)f the whole number of reporting in- 
iitutious, the national banks com- 
rised3,759in 1892,3,678 iu 1896 aud 
,939 iu 1903. Tbe increase iu the total 
umber reporting wasouly 1J percent, 
u 1896, as compared with 40J per 
eut. iu 1903. An even more striking 
ain is shown iu the amount of indlvl- 
lual deposits. The total volume of de- 
losits iu state banks, savings banks, 
rivate banks, loan and trust compan- 
es and national banks grew from $4,- 
04,934,250 Iu 1892 to }i4,945,124,423 in 
896 aud $9,530,429,252 iu 1903. It will 
ae seen by comparing these figures that 
while the increase from 1892 to 1896 
mounted to only 6 per cent., the gain 
roin 1892 to 1903 was over 104 per cent. 
I'he deposits in national banks showed 
n increase of over 93 per cent, for the 
wriod covered, those iu state banks ex- 
ibited a gain of 176 per cent., aud 
hose iu savings banks showed an In- 
rease of 60 per cent.; but the greatest 
elative increase was shown iu the de- 
losits iu loan and trust companies, 
fhichexhibited an increase of 286 per 
ent. over those at the beginning of the 
;riod.

revenue laws which the Philippine 
Coiumiiukiu has adopted for Ibe pur- 
pole of securing a revenue for tbe gov- 
ernment of the Islands under their care. 
But a few of the pamphlets have been 
received In the United State*, aud (here 
has been quite a demand for them. 
The tax falls principally upon alcoho- 
lic liquor*, tobacco iu its various o 
upon saloons aud dance halls, (circu 
aud places of amussmeut, requirlrg a 
lieeuae tbe same as iu tbe Halted 
States. The usual palus aud penalties 
are provided for false returns and for 
derelictions on the part of tbe officers 
of tbe Internal revenue. Tbe autl-icu- 
perialiits seem disposed to find fault 
with tbe fact that there la to be any in- 
ternal tax at all; or thai the FilipUcw 
should be obliged to contribute towards 
the support of any form of government. 
The President of tbe Union Pacific 
Railroad, who has just arrived In this 
city from Manila, says that In his 
opinion wliat tbe people need out there 
is good highways, instead of railroad*. 
They shoo Id run to all parts of tbe 
country thus enabling farmers to g«t 
their pioduce to the market. He took 
a run over- Japan' and noticed that 
that country is abuudautly furnished- 
with good roads, aud that most of the-- 
supplies for the army were carried to 
tbe sea board along these route* la pre- 
ference to using railroads. Tb* Philip- 
pine 
Commission, which h»» been 


touring iu America for a lo»g time, 
and is about to depart, speaks of the 
United States as,"tbe mother country", 
which to a little curious, and expresses 
its gratitude foi tbe hospitality re- 
ceived.

A strong Japanese flanking column is 
about 30 miles northeast of Lluoyang 
and is trying to get between tbe Rus- 
sian forces and Mukden.

comes a brief dispatch from Mukden, 
saying tbat preparations for the evacua- 
tion of tbat place arc proceeding. 


It is reported in St. Petersburg tbat 


Kuropatkiu's rear guard has been al- 
most annihilated and that the 
main 


Bussian army is ia danger of being 
surrounded. 


Here It is almost taken for granted 


that a Japanese occupation of Mukden 
must quickly ensue. No serious Eng- 
lish critic supposes tbat Europatkln 
will dream of making such another 
fatal attempt to stem the Japanese ad- 
vance, as he did at Maoyang. If the 
Russians can reacli Harbin they will, 
according to English opinion, be lucky. 


What Loss of Mukden Means

ACKNOWLEDGES DEFEAT 


Hen Now I'erforuilnif Work Sat- 


isfactorily Will Not Be Dis- 
charged by Puckers'--Strikers

Chicago, Sept. !>.—Tim strike of the 


butcher 
workmen, 
which 
has 
de- 


moralized the meat packing industry 
throughout tin- country for the lust 
two months, was ollicially declared off 
hist night by President Donnelly of the 
Amalgamated Meal Cutters and Butch- 
er \Vomiicii of America. 
Donnelly 


telegraphed the members of 
the na- 


tional executive committee yesterday, 
asking their consent to an announce- 
ment of the end of the struggle, and 
last night, having received favorable 
answers from all, he declared that the 
strike of the members of his organiza- 
tion would end at midnight. 


The. strike of the members of the af- 


filiated unions at the stockyards who 
quit work in sympathy with the butch- 
ers was officially culled off this morn- 
ing at a mettiiig of the conference 
board of the allied trades. The general 
body was at tirst in favor of continuing 
the strike, but Donnelly, at a meeting 
of the central body of the Allied Trades 
last night, announced that the men 
were defeated and that In order to save 
bis union from being entirely dis- 
rupted he would order his men to re- 
turn to work lu the morning, no matter 
what course might be taken by other 
unions. As the other unions had no 
grievances of their own, but had gone 
on strike to aid the butchers, there was 
nothing left for them but to follow the 
lead of Donnelly, and 
they too de- 


cided to call off the strike us fur us 
they were concerned. 


When the packers were notified that 


it bad been decided to end the strike, 
they announced that they would give 
places as far as possible to the skilled 
men, but It was stated at the same time 
tbat many of these men would be uu- 
uble to secure their old places, as in 
many cases the work was being per- 
formed in u satisfactory manner by 
men who had been secured since the 
commencement of the strike. It Is ex- 
pected that the .majority of the un- 
skilled men will be unable to secure 
their places again. It wus the question 
of a wage scale for this class of men 
that brought about the strike, the pack- 
ers refusing to sign un agreement with 
any class other than skilled workmen. 


During tho strike approximately 


53,000 persons have been Involved in 
the struggle, which is estimated to have 
cost the men about $5,100,000 in wages, 
as against an estimated loss of J7.500,- 
000 to the puckers In loss of business 
and expenses. 
The greatest numbei 


of men Idle in Chicago during the strike 
was 2(1,000 and the total in tbe country 
outside of this city is estimated to be 
about the same. 


The original cause of the strike was 


a demand by the Butchers' union thai 
the packers pay to the unskilled work 
men 'IH'ii cents an hour. The packers 
refused to sign an agreement, but of- 
fered to arbitrate the question. This 
was accepted, the strikers agreeing to 
return to work pending the decision ol 
the arbitrators. The 
men, however, 


were dissatisfied with the manner in 
which they* were being put to work, 
and declared that they would not re- 
turn unless all of the men were given 
their old places in one day. The pack- 
ers declared that this was physically 
Impossible, and the men went on strike 
for the second time. 


The men now return to work under 


tbe conditions that existed before tbe 
strike.

"Are you drunk, or what, that you 


call me a Yankee spy?" blustered Sid 
an three or tour of tbe man's comrades 
Came up and seemed inclined to make 
trouble.

"I had intended to creep out of the 


Confederate lines in the darkness of 
night, but observing that the camp 
lentlnels and pickets had been doubled 
and having met with such good luck In 
playing my role, I decided to go to the 
general and ask for a regular pass. I 
did not find him, but his adjutant 
general promptly handed me the paper, 
and Just at sunset on the second day I 


. left by the same road I had entered. I 


had no writing of any sort about me, 
and If stopped and searched there was 
nothing to incriminate.

Binhop Galloway eays: "There should 
be uo aristocracy iu crime. The white 
fiend U as much to be feared as the 
black brute." 
The actual danger to 


American civilization is to be found iu 
the attitude that white people, North, 
South, East aud Went, are auuiuiug 
toward the Negro. Thin attitude ia ex- 
pressed in a thousand ways, but the 
one principle is present In them all. Iu 
crude form the principle ia, "There 
will be lynching so long as the Negro 
commits crimes . of violence against 
white women." 


But this IB to say that the Negro 


must reform before the white man will; 
that the inferior race must lead the 
superior iu morals; that the American, 
foisakiug the obligations of his Inher- 
ited superiority, will follow the Afri- 
can. 
This ia the inevitable end to 


which every 
one contributes who 


claims for us the right to do with the 
Negro as we will. 


Brutality produces brutality; it can 


never cure it. Every one, even the 
most degraded, has some consciousness 
that as love creates love, hate creates 
bate. Aud yet iu some form or other 
there exists in all sections of the nation 
today the idea that the white race, by 
reason of its superiority, can deprive 
the Negro, because of bis race, of privi- 
leges aud opportunities aud safeguards 
guaranteed by the constitution. 
If 


this principle Is admitted and acted 
upon, lyncuing, with all its attendant 
horrors, need uot surprise us. The in- 
tegrity of citizenship must be ma u- 
taiued at all hazards, or the principle 
of representation,which lied at the foun- 
dation of our government, must be 
giveu up. 


Tue problem of training for citizen- 


ship millions of people who are not 
only ignorant but low in the scale of 
civilization, is a stupendous problem, 
but it U also a Htupenduous opportu- 
nity. We may place the conditions of 
full citizenship as high as the occas- 
ion demands, but that standard must 
apply alike to every race aud kind of 
people to whom we give residence In 
this country. 


The fact of race is beyond constitution 


aud human control, but the develop- 
ment of intelligence aud character is 
within the scope of human experience 
aud human laws. It is essential to tbe 
security of the state that the sacred 
privileges of citizenship should not be 
intrusted to unworthy hands, but the 
proposition to deny citizenship to the 
Negro because he is a Negro, while the 
ignorant aud depraved of any race are 
allowed its full exercise, is based upon 
either a superficial or a dishonest phil- 
osophy; ljlaee the standard of citizen- 
ship as high UK we may, lie must be al- 
lowed the full rights of a eltl/eu when 
he has attained to 
that standard. 


i here are vast regions of our country to- 
day iu which the- domination ot the 
r»egro would mean ruin, uot only to 
the white race, but to the black, aud 
ruin to all constitutional government; 
not because the Negro is a Negro but 
because of the preponderance of ignor- 
ant aud depraved Negroes. The limita- 
tions to the franchise, therefore, must 
be based upon the absence of intelli- 
gence aud character, aud must apply 
absolutely to all races alike. The denial 
of the franchise to the Negro as Negro 
may seetn to give temporary relief, but 
the principle of the iujusticu involved is 
so deep aud the effort to control race, 
which is of God, by human law is 
'•^potent that the ruin would be 
great if not greater thau that caused b 
the temporary preponderance of iguo 
ance and depravity iu goverumen 
There is uo limit to the expedients t 
which a State may resort tu preserv 
society aud to protect the security of it 
government, provided it does uot In 
vade the domain of essential principles 


. 
but keeps Itself within the limits of ex 
pedieuey. 


The American people will uot be hoL 


est with themselves, until they realiz 
the essential virtues and the couipara 
live harmlessness of the Negro race 
and the ease with which that race ma 
be governed, if we govern as those wh 
are responsible for Its elevation, and no 
upon the principle that Negroes wer 
brought here for our couveineuce ant 
should be kept subject to our will. 


All this is true iu the domaiu of com 


mon morals and ethics. But when, a 
Christians, we accept the responsibilit' 
for the life that Christ breathed intc 
humanity, the spiritual privilege am 
opportunity of treating in his spirit am 
for bis ends the unfortunate Negro 
brought here against his will,aud inam 
resting a desire to grow and to know 
which is a surprise to the world, is one 
which we should rejoice to embrace 
and we should take to ourselves a share 
in tbe responsibility for the crimes he 
•commits, because-of our lack of syut 
pathy and because of our failure to gov 
«ru with the firm hand of justice ant 
the authority of the law.—The Church- 
man.
